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New president selected 

Dr. David Strong to start July 1,1990 


For the first time in fifteen years, the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria will have a new president. 
Ian Stewart, Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, announced on September 28 that 
Dr. David F. Strong of Memorial University 
of Newfoundland has accepted a five-year 
term as president of UVic beginning on July 
1,1990. 

“We are most fortunate to attract Dr. 
Strong to UVic,” Stewart commented. “He 
has a distinguished academic background in 
geology and is well known for his work on 
nation^ organizations. His appointment sig¬ 
nals the desire of the university community 
to play a more prominent role in Canada and 
internationally. We have world-class re¬ 
searchers and scholars at UVic and the 
appointment of such a well-connected aca¬ 
demic will help us.” 

Stewart described Strong as having 
“exciting ideas, tremendous energy, and a 
great passion for the environment and the 
oceans.” Strong will also bring valuable 
experience in distance education, having 
been involved at Memorial in the delivery of 
distance education programs as far as 
Southeast Asia. 


The choice of Strong was the culmination 
of a year-and-a-half process involving the 
evaluation of 110 applicants and nominees 
by the Presidential Search Committee. “Dr. 
Strong was the unanimous recommendation 
of the selection committee,” said Stewart. 
“He comes to UVic at a time when every¬ 
thing is opening up: a massive building pro¬ 
gram, the Commonwealth Games, and new 
schools and perhaps faculties about to be 
created. Howard Petch is leaving many ex¬ 
citing initiatives on their way to fruition. We 
believe that Dr. Strong has the innovative 
ability and experience to build on these 
achievements and to lead UVic on to the 
national stage.” 

The 45-year-old Strong is currently vice- 
president (academic), pro vice-chancellor, 
and professor of earth sciences at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland. He was bom 
in Botwood, Newfoundland, and holds a 
Ph.D. from the University of Edinburgh. He 
earned a B.Sc. from Memorial University 
and a M.Sc. from Lehigh University in Penn¬ 
sylvania. Strong has taught at Memorial Uni¬ 
versity, St. Francis Xavier University in Nova 
Scotia, and University de Montpellier in 


France. He holds fellowships in the Royal 
Society of Canada, the Geological Associa¬ 
tion of Canada, the Geological Society of 
America, and the Society of Economic Ge¬ 
ologists. 

Reached in SL John’s, Strong said, “I’m 
absolutely delighted. I’m very excited about 
the opportunities the presidency opens up. 
I’m very much looking forward to getting 
started. My wife is equally pleased.” 

Strong sits on the Newfoundland and 
Labrador Advisory Council on Science and 
Technology, on the Board of Directors of the 
Seabright Corporation, and on the Research 
Council of the Canadian Institute of Ad¬ 
vanced Research. He served as a member of 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Re¬ 
search Council from 1982-1988 and held a 
prestigious E.W.R. Steacie Fellowship from 
1975-1977. Strong has conducted research 
on mineral resources in Manitoba, Newfound¬ 
land, Ontario, California, and Nevada. 

In making the announcement, Stewart 
mentioned the possibility of Strong’s visiting 
Victoria in November to meet with people 
from the university, the wider community, 
and the local news media. 


Two year rule criticized 

Sessionals unhappy with campus employment policy

An open meeting of UVic’s sessional lec¬ 
turers held September 25 was dominated by 
discussion of the university’s so-called “two 
year rule.” Several subdued but persistent 
sessional lecturers among the 35 people at¬ 
tending the meeting told Dr. Sam Scully, 
UVic’s Vice President, Academic, of their 
unhappiness with the rule and other employ¬ 
ment policies relating to the university’s 300 
sessional lecturers. 

The rule says that full-time sessional ap¬ 
pointments carry no expectation of renewal 
and that they normally shall not be renewed 
more than once in succession. All sessional 
appointments are for a single year, while 
visiting faculty, who are also affected by the 
rule, can be appointed to a two-year term. 

The rule was originally intended to pre¬ 
vent the university from becoming depend¬ 
ent on what Scully called “perpetual ses¬ 
sionals” rather than creating new tenured 
faculty positions. 

Instead, many sessionals have found 
themselves employed full-time for two con¬ 
secutive years, and then reduced to part-time 
work in their third year, before returning to 
full-time employment in subsequent years. 



Several sessionals at the meeting spoke out 
against the rule, arguing that the university 
should create a new kind of permanent non- 
tenured lecturer position, thereby removing 
the uncertainty which now plagues the an¬ 
nual appointment process. 

Scully told the meeting, “I think the two 
year rule is going to go. It’s just a question 


of what we replace it with. We have to come 
to grips with the university needing to create 
a new category for continuing appointments.” 
He expressed concern that, although ses¬ 
sionals were originally intended as purely 
stop-gap positions, some departments have 
become heavily dependent upon them on an 
ongoing basis for undergraduate instruction. 

Other concerns expressed at the meeting 
included the eight-month term of appoint¬ 
ments, which provides no time for course 
preparation or research. Low pay levels were 
also criticized, along with the lack of univer¬ 
sity contribution toward the professional 
development of sessionals. 

The meeting, which was called by Scully 
on behalf of the ad-hoc Committee on Short¬ 
term Appointments, was the second held this 
year on the subject of sessional employ¬ 
ment Concerns expressed at an April meet¬ 
ing about what Scully called “the lack of 
clear information about conditions of ses¬ 
sionals’ employment” have resulted in the 
preparation of an information sheet which is 
now distributed to sessionals upon their ap¬ 
pointment.

McKinnon Building will be less cluttered 
with the addition of a new storage area for 
gym equipment 

The Outdoor Recreation Resource Centre 
and the National Coaching Institute are 
moving into a new wood frame structure on 
the site of the Old Gym, which will also 
include new lockers and washrooms. 

In McPherson Library Building, renova¬ 
tions in the new circulation desk area should 
be completed by mid October, and major 
renovations in the Audiovisual and Televi¬ 
sion Services section should be complete by 
month’s end. 

Finally, the grass is starting to sprout over 


new heating mains installed along the west 
side of Clearihue, the north side of Cunning¬ 
ham, and the southeast side of the Science 
and Engineering Complex as part of the third 
year of the heating main replacement pro¬ 
gram. 

Although these projects are nearly all 
complete, the campus will continue to re¬ 
sound with the familiar carillon of construc¬ 
tion, as work begins soon on the new Science 
andEngineering office building. Tenders have 
been received for the project and according to 
Vic Golinsky (Campus Planning) construc¬ 
tion could start later this month. 



Bus boost 

UVSS wins concession

UVic and Camosun College students who 
use the local bus service are travelling for 
less this year, thanks to the efforts of the UVic 
Students’ Society (UVSS). Representatives 
of the Society won a concession from the 
Victoria Regional Transit Commission, who 
agreed to issue a monthly bus pass for UVic 
and Camosun students at a cost of $29. 

The discounted passes are available to 
UVic and Camosun students registered in 6 
units or more for the 1989/90 academic year. 
The regular adult monthly pass costs $37, 
resulting in an annual saving of $96 for 
students who purchase a bus pass every 
month. Students may only purchase dis¬ 
counted passes at their own institution. 

UVSS Vice President, Academic, Kelley 
Abeysinghe says she is thrilled that she and 
Student Action Committee member Kjell 
Swennumson were able to lobby the transit 
commission successfully and win the con¬ 
cession. “It was Kjell’s idea to pursue the stu¬ 
dent discount,” says Abeysinghe, “and I joined 
in when it was time to approach the Commis¬ 
sion. We received support from city council 
and several of the municipalities for the stu¬ 
dent concession and were confident they 
would grant a significant discount.” Abey¬ 
singhe says the response to the new bus pass 
has been overwhelming, noting that the Stu¬ 
dent Union Building general office had rec¬ 
ord sales for passes in September. The SUB 
general office is the only place UVic students 
can purchase reduced-rate bus passes. 

In addition to the lower cost, the univer¬ 
sity community is getting more frequent bus 
service to and from the campus. Michael 
Davis, manager of Victoria planning forB.C. 
Transit, says the frequency of service has 
been increased on the Mount Tolmie (#4), 
Uplands (#11) and University (#14) routes 
serving UVic, mostly during the peak period 
of 6-7 p.m. Davis says the volume of riders to 
the university this year has increased by 
more than five per cent from this time last 
year. 

Abeysinghe and other Society represen¬ 
tatives have asked Davis to consider adding 
more buses in the evenings, but he says, 
“with the rapid growth, we have to catch up 
to the daytime needs before moving on to 
evening concerns.”

With the annual September UVic scramble 
beginning to calm, the Martlet, the univer¬ 
sity’s student newspaper, continues to buzz 
with activity. New co-editors Lisa Langford 
and Siobhan Murphy are hard at work re¬ 
cruiting and training the first of SO or 60 
volunteers who will produce the weekly 
newspaper over the next seven months. 

The Martlet has long been a focus of 
campus attention, sometimes because of the 
stories it breaks and sometimes because of 
its internal controversies. This year, Lang¬ 
ford and Murphy are hoping to concentrate 
their efforts on training new staff members 
and expanding the Martlet's coverage of 
sports and entertainment. 

The new co-editors have much in com¬ 
mon. Both are students of Canadian history 
and both have been involved with the paper 
for several years— Murphy for three and 
Langford for five. They sought the co-editor 
positions for similar reasons. Murphy says 
she wanted “to learn about the print media. 
I’m taking a break from going to school full¬ 
time so I can leant all aspects of the newspa¬ 
per.” Langford says, “It’s good experience. 
I’ve been at the Martlet for the longest of 


everyone who is involved, and I want to pass 
the good training I got on to others.” 

The Martlet is student-owned and editori¬ 
ally autonomous. Both the effort of produc¬ 
ing the paper and the decisions that shape it 
are made collectively by the co-editors, work- 
study students, and volunteers. The co-edi¬ 
tors were elected by last year’s staff and 
ratified by the Students’ Society Board of 
Directors. 

The Martlet is a member of Canadian 
University Press (CUP), the world’s oldest 
student press organization. CUP has about 
40 member papers across the country. The 
Martlet adheres to the CUP statement of 
principles which, among other points, com¬ 
mits them to using the print media to work for 
social change. 

Langford and Murphy are hoping the 
current period of volunteerrecruitmentat the 
Martlet brings many new staff members into 
their group. New volunteers can drop by the 
Martlet office on the main floor of the Stu¬ 
dent Union Building, or may attend the regu¬ 
lar Thursday Martlet staff meetings which 
are held at 11 a.m. in room 137 of the SUB.

Rural teacher shortage 

UVic students get visited by rural reps

A growing teacher shortage in rural areas of 
British Columbia prompted the organization 
of Rural On-Campus Day at UVic on Sep- 
tember21.Representatives of 16rural school 
districts visited the university for the event to 
present education students in their profes¬ 
sional year with reasons why they should 
consider a teaching career in rural districts. 

The event was well attended by approxi¬ 
mately 350 students, many of whom signed 
their names to sheets, indicating their will¬ 
ingness to consider doing practica in rural 
districts. 

UVic education students and representa¬ 
tives from rural districts set up colourful 
displays and booths in the lobby of the 
MacLaurin Building and answered ques¬ 
tions from students from 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Representatives from the rural districts called 
the event “a huge success,” and “a very good 
idea.” ”I’ve had to telephone my district to 
ask them to balloon in more brochures be¬ 
fore tomorrow,” said a representative from 
the Golden School District. 

The provincial Ministry ofEducationgave 
funding assistance for the Rural On-Campus 
School Days which continued at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia on September 22. 
The event was organized by Helen Bandy of 
the School Experiences Office of the Faculty 
of Education. 

“There is already a shortage of teachers in 
rural areas,” Bandy says. “Last year I did a 
survey of professional year students at the 


three universities and found that only 26 per 
cent were willing to teach anywhere in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Students didn’t know any¬ 
thing about teaching in rural areas unless 
they came from rural areas.” 

As well as assisting in organizing the 
Rural On-Campus Days, Bandy has co-ordi¬ 
nated the publication of a handbook for stu¬ 
dents entitled Unique Opportunities: Teach¬ 
ing in Rural British Columbia. Prepared 
with funding assistance from the Ministry, 
the handbook highlights the aspects and op¬ 
portunities for teaching in rural B.C. Out of 
27 rural school districts in B.C., 14 contrib- 
uted $ 175 each towards publishing costs and 
information to be included in the handbook. 
“Next year we want all 27 districts to be rep¬ 
resented,” says Bandy. 

The handbook outlines the new forgiv¬ 
able student loan program which the govern¬ 
ment has introduced to attract more teachers 
to rural areas as well as giving specific infor¬ 
mation about the districts represented. 

The teacher shortage is becoming evi¬ 
dent in some of these areas, says Bandy. 
“Before the students even get their teaching 
certificates, for example, the Stikine School 
District is willing to pay students $500 as 
well as transportation and accommodation 
costs to encourage them to do a practicum 
there.” 

“The day was considered very success¬ 
ful,” she says. “The planning for a repeat 
next September has already started.”

Chiropractic school for UVIc? 

Dear colleagues: 

Since its formal establishment as a university 
in 1963, the University of Victoria (UVic) has been 
interested in health care education. As early as 
1966 Senate gave authority for the establishment 
of a nursing program although there was a 10 
year delay in obtaining government funding. It 
also approved internally and requested funding 
for a program in audiology and speech pathology 
and indicated a desire to be considered as the 
location for the western school of optometry. A 
program in health information science was initi¬ 
ated in 1982. In the longer term, the University 
expected that after the establishment of a number 
of health-related professions a medical school 
eventually would follow. Since a medical school 
requires extensive clinical facilities such as acute 
care and extended care hospitals a very substan¬ 
tial area of the campus was set aside for the 
possible developmentof a medical science centre. 

Some recent events require us to update our 
thinking with respect to the direction the Univer¬ 
sity might take if it wishes to expand further its 
educational programs in the health area. The Ca¬ 
nadian Memorial Chiropractic College (CMCC), 
currently a private institution located in Toronto, 
wishes to join a university and has indicated its 
preference for UVic. The British Columbia Asso¬ 
ciation of Optometrists (BCAO) made a formal 
request to us in May, 1989 to undertake the 
development of the long-delayed western school 
of optometry. Representatives of the professions 
of Prosthetics and Orthotics have indicated a 
strong desire for a degree program and feel that 
the University of Victoria offers an ideal location. 
Also, there have been informal suggestions in 
recent years that we introduce a program in 
physiotherapy. My personal reaction is that we 
should not make any decisions about these appli¬ 
cations until we have looked at societal needs and 
established our position with respect to further 
development of health education at this Univer¬ 
sity. There does seem to be a choice in the 
direction we might take. 

In the context of societal need, the bulge in 
total requirement for medical doctors has passed 
and it is clear that the existing medical schools are 
able to meet Canada's need for physicians now 
and for at least twenty-five years into the future. 
There is considerable pressure on several medi¬ 
cal schools to reduce their intakes. Thus if our 
University wishes to develop the mainstream 
health profession of medicine, it will have to wait 
a very long time and must continue to reserve a 
large block of land 

One should also enquire as to whether the mix 
of professions required by our hqalth care deliv¬ 
ery system is likely to change. A very strong 
health care delivery system has been developed 
which focuses on illness and care of the sick with 
much of the treatment taking place in institutional 
settings such as hospitals. It has become an 
expensive system and the rapidly escalating costs 
are eating into other social services, including 
education, which causes growing public concern. 
Also, there are two social factors, the aging of the 
population and health problems associated with 
lifestyle, which pose particularly serious chal¬ 
lenges. While degenerative problems associated 
with aging cannot be prevented or cured, their 
onset can be delayed and their debilitating impact 
on patients can be alleviated. Disease and other 
health-related problems associated with lifestyle 
are life-threatening and can be treated by our 
current health care system. However, they are 
theoretically preventable with huge savings in 
costs and in human misery. With all its triumphs in 
some areas, the current health care delivery 
system is not as successful in dealing with the 
problems of aging or of lifestyle. There is a grow¬ 
ing belief that these problems may be tackled 
more effectively and at less cost by complement¬ 


ing the existing health care delivery system with 
community-based alternative health practitioners. 
If this is so the demand for such professionals will 
grow relative to that for physicians. 

Canadian universities with large commitments 
to health education have concerned themselves 
mainly with the professions of medicine, nursing, 
pharmacy and dentistry. Perhaps at this early 
stage in its development of health care education 
programs, UVic should consider taking a new and 
different approach which complements the ef¬ 
forts of other universities rather than duplicating 
them. That is it might educate practitioners who 
would concentrate on promoting physical and 
psychological well-being in community settings. 
The areas of major concern to such practitioners 
would include stress, diet, speech, hearing and 
vision problems, family and occupational envi¬ 
ronment, fitness and the musculo-skeletal sys¬ 
tem. If the University were to choose this option, 
it would provide a framework within which to 
select the professional programs it wished to 
develop from among those which are now before 
us and those which are sure to come forward in 
the future. In other words, the University might 
establish a Faculty of Complementary Health 
Professions which might include several profes¬ 
sional schools offering programs chosen from 
among the following: applied psychology, audiol¬ 
ogy, chiropractic, epidemiology, gerontology, 
holistic medicine, massage therapy, naturopathy, 
nutrition, occupational therapy, optometry, oste¬ 
opathy, physiotherapy, podiatry, speech pathol¬ 
ogy, etc. In choosing from among the large number 
of available candidates, the University would have 
to develop objective criteria based on considera¬ 
tions such as legal status, existing educational 
programs, existing body of knowledge which could 
give rise to active scholarship and research and 
roles in the health care system. 

I hope that wide discussion will take place on 
the question of whether the University should 
undertake in the near future the development of 
further health education programs in the direction 
of the complementary health professions or re¬ 
main with its long-range plan of developing a 
medical school and associated clinical facilities 
(hospitals). (Of course in the very long term these 
two approaches are not necessarily mutually ex¬ 
clusive). The Senate Planning Committee will be 
examining the above question in the early fall and 
the matter may be ready for consideration by 
Senate in November. It would be useful for these 
bodies to have as much input as possible. 

As an introduction, I have sent faculty mem¬ 
bers copies of a Fact Sheet for the CMCC and of 
a brochure on the Optometry Programme at the 
University of Waterloo. A great deal more infor¬ 
mation is available in Mr. Ron Ferry's office and in 
the library. I also can tell you that I have discussed 
the idea of a Faculty of Complementary Health 
Professions with afewgovernmentofficials. There 
was strong enthusiasm for the concept but it was 
emphasized that it is UVic’s decision to make and 
there will be no government pressure to go one 
way or the other. You will be interested to learn 
that determination by the government of the uni¬ 
versity operating grants is now being made on the 
basis of weighted full-time equivalent students 
(WFTE) in each program. Thus enrollment growth 
both in existing programs and in new programs 
will be fully funded provided the student numbers 
are approved in advance by government. 

In fairness, we should give both CMCC and 
the BCAO an answer by the end of the current cal¬ 
endar year, at least as to whether or not we are 
interested in principle in developing any more 
programs in the health area. If the answer is in the 
affirmative, it would take longer to develop criteria 
and to make decisions about specific programs, 
perhaps to the end of the academic year. In any 
case we must take adequate time for an objective 
study and a thoughtful decision on the matter.

Support for new faculty 

Dear Colleague: 

If I may, as the Senator from Bowser and a Profes¬ 
sional Engineer by trade, I would like to offer a 
footnote to the eloquent and compelling plea from 
President Petch for the consideration of a Faculty 
of Complementary Health Professions. 

It happens that all the disciplines suggested by 
Dr. Petch, audiology, speech pathology, optome¬ 
try, chiropractic, prosthetics, physiotherapy, etc., 
are all amenable to close support from electronic 
or mechanical or electro-mechanical devices. It 
happens also that the onrush of microelectronics, 
microcomputers, and microrobots that see, hear, 
talk and feel, offers fantastic opportunities in this 
overall field. Now the research, design, testing and 
development of such devices is the realm of engi¬ 
neering, good engineering, social engineering of 
the very highest order. 

If such a faculty is established, as suggested, 
then one might hope to see an arm of bio-engi¬ 
neering also emerge, to operate in this electro¬ 
mechanical area, an area of much promise. At 
present this area is being attacked on an ad hoc 
basis in some engineering schools, but none, to 
my knowledge work in close and organized sup¬ 
port of a faculty of complementary health profes¬ 
sions, or the like. Given such a faculty, with muscle, 
and an engineering academic unit dedicated to it, 
much could be accomplished. The university could 
quickly establish a commanding presence in the 
whole overall complementary health field, backed 
up by a flow of innovative devices from engineer¬ 
ing. In time one might also hope to see off-campus, 
non-resident academic programs, and research, 
developing under the aegis of this consortium, 
analogous to the present off-campus nursing 
program. At that point, the University of Victoria 
would become the preeminent player in this field in 
Canada. 

And perhaps elsewhere.

Coulter presents chiropractic case 

In this forum I address three key questions in 
relationship to the application of the Canadian 
Memorial Chiropractic College to join the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. 

1. What is CMCC? 

We are a privately funded, professional school, 
located in Toronto (the only such college in Can¬ 
ada). The program is four years with a minimum 
entrance requirement of two years university in 
the basic/biological sciences (plus psychology 
and some humanities). Over 70 per cent of the 
students have a prior degree. The program is 
comprised of the same biological sciences as 
medicine, some of the same clinical sciences, and 
chiropractic therapies. All faculty hold advanced 
degrees in their respective disciplines except the 
clinicians who must be chiropractic physicians. 
We have 600 students, 126 faculty (53 full-time), 
and 60 support staff. 

2. Why UVic? 

In Ontario our efforts to join a university have 
been thwarted by a policy that insists we join a 
university with a faculty of medicine. Those who 
wish us to join, such as York, do not have a faculty 
of medicine and those who have one are opposed 
to our joining them. The Government of B.C., 
hearing of our desire to relocate and supportive of 
us coming to B.C., recommended we discuss the 
possibility with UVic. Our own assessment of both 
the university and the community has convinced 
us it would be an excellent choice. 

3. What benefits would there be to UVic? 

Academically the addition of a well qualified 

body of students; an excellent and unique pro¬ 
gram; highly committed and well qualified faculty;
